Five Men Hurt on Battleship Oklahoma 
: As Defective Shell of Gun Explodes 





SAN PEDRO, Cal., Jan. 7 (#).—The 

explosion of a defective. shell aboard 
the battleship Oklahoma during anti- 
aircraft practice off Catalina Island 
today resulted in ‘the injury of five 
men. — 
Frank P. Rhan, chief gunner, of 
Chicago, received a deep cut which 
may result in the loss of the sight of 
his left eye. He was rushed in a 
hydroplane to the Naval Hospital at 
San Diego. 

The explosion occurred when one gun 
of a battery of four three-inch empire- 
aircraft guns failed to fire. As the 
breech was opened the defective shell 
drop to the deck and exploded. The 
accident happened about noon, but 
hothing was known of it here until the 
battleship returned to port tonight.

Wants Citizens to Study All Phases 
of Growth — State Trade 
Board Pledges Ald. 


Mayor James J. Walker declared yes- 
terday his belief that the present Leg- 
islature and its successor of 1927 would 
approve the proposed constitutional 
amendment permitting the city to ex- 
empt from its debt limit the sum of 
$275,000,000 for the construction of new 
subways. 

“In that event,”’ said the Mayor, “‘we 
all know that the electorate at the ref- 
erendum, which would follow in No- 
vember, 1927, would ratify the amend- 
ment by at least a million majority, 
and by Jan. 1, 1928, we should have 
available for subway expansion ap- 
proximately $425,000,000. If I am cor- 
rectly informed upon the estimates 
made by John H. Delaney, Chairman 
of the Board of Transportation, that 
sum would be enough substantially to 
finance the construction of all the 
lines already projected by Mr. De- 
laney and his board associates. 

“Certainly, it would go a long way to 
equip the city with a proper subway

tures and obtaining land but also the 
“essential” questions of zoning, recre- 
ation facilities and the nature of the 
houses needed for citizens:

The 
tendency is to get away from tax ex- 
emption, which is a subsidy and un 
economical, Anyway, neither a State 
Housing Bank nor tax exemption is 
needed to build successfully low-rental 
houses’ even in the city.

Justice Cropsey Advises Them 
to Be Sure of Witnesses and 
Know Their Pleading. 


SEES FLAWS IN HIS WAY 


But He Has Found it Effective, He 
Says, Urging Them to Be 
Earnest and Sincere. 


Lawyers were advised to be sure of 
their witnesses and their cases by 


Justice James C. Cropsey in a speech pear og 


on “The Trial of a Case’ at the Bar 


Association last night. The topic was; 


so popular that the large assembly 
hall was jammed to the doors, and 
several hundred persons were turned 
away. Justice Cropsey is known as a 
strict disciplinarian in court. | 

Justice Cropsey said that his way of 
trying a case was not necessarily the 
right way, but that he had found it 
effective, He sald it was necessary 
to conduct a law suit in a defjnite and 
thoughtful manner in order to obtain 
justice, and as absolute justice was 
impossible in this world, practical 
justice must be atmed for so far as 
possible. It must always be re- 
membered by lawyers, as well as 
‘Judges, he said, that no case is in- 
consequential. 

There is little sympathy in his court 
for loungers, he said of those persons 
who hang around because of their in- 
terest in ‘‘law,’’ the law in such cases 
generally having to do with divorce 
or some other sensational matter. 
Laughter he also frowned upon be- 
cause of its effect on the jury, but in 
equity cases where there is no jury 
he does not object to laughing. 

The great fault with cases that have 
come before him, he said, was that so 
many lawyers were unfamiliar with 
the pleadings and had not read the 
papers. It may be possible for some 
lawyers to try a case by inspiration, 
said the Justice, but he has found that 
the lawyer who is familiar with what 
his witnesses will testify to and who 
knows thoroughly the issues in court 
is the one who makes the most suc- 
cessful presentation of his case. In 
120 cases which he recently cleaned 
up he found that in fully half of them 
the lawyers did not know their plead- 


ings.

CAMDEN, N. J., Jan. 7.—‘‘Prohibi- 
tion as it now stands is ineffective; the 
liquor laws must be made less drastic 
if real temperance is to become a 
fact.” 

This statement, made a week ago by 
Mrs. Bertha Shippen Irving of Had- 
donfield, a member of the Woman's 
Christian Temperance Union; caused 
her to be “read out” of the union at a 
meeting today. Mrs. Irving is a mem- 
ber of the New Jersey State Board of 
Education and active in Democratic 
State politics, being a member of the 
State Committee. 

When Mrs. Irving made her state- 
ment she said, ‘If my opinion conflicts 
with the viewpoint of the W. C. T. U., 
of which I have long been a member, 
then I am willing to resign at any time 
from the union.” She was not, how- 
ever, permitted to resign.

CHICAGO, Jan. 7 (#).—Dainty ankles 
and slender feet of women have gone 
the way of corsets and long tresses. 

Women’s ankles today are half an 
inch larger and their feet are two sizes 
wider than they were five years ago, 
George M. Spangler, manager of the 
National Shoe Retailers’ Association, 
stated at its annual meeting today. 

“Low: heeled oxfords have caused 
feet and ankles to grow,”’ he said, “‘un- 
til the average size of women’s feet 
is now six and a half. In 1920 it was 
four and a half.

Mr. Gerard said that the situation 
was bad in England today and that it 
had been a bold move on the part. of 
Great Britain to re-establish the gold 
standard because of Bolshevism there 
and the recognition of the Soviet Gov- 
ernment. England had lost a great 
deal of work for her laboring classes, 
Mr. Gerard said, because of lower bids 
from other countries, while the. doles 
to 2,000,000 of her population during 
last Summer played havoc with her 
industries.

$000,000 OFFERED 
BROOKLYN COLLEGE 


Jonas Says Unnamed Man 
Pledged Sum to’ Endow 
Properly Founded School. 


WALKER GUEST AT DINNER 


He Says. That’ He ts Heartily in 
Sympathy With Move for a 
University. 


— — — 


Ralph Jonas, President of the Brook- 
lyn Chamber of Commerce, announced 
at a dinner of the Chamber at the 
Hotel Commodore last night that he 
had the pledge of not less than $500,- 
000 toward the endowment of a 
Brooklyn university. So large has 
Brooklyn’s population grown, Mr. 
Jonas said, that there is now need for 
not only a City College there but also 
a privately endowed institution. 

The dinner, which took the form of 
a testimonial to Mayor Walker, was 
attended by more than 1,500 men and 
women, including the new city Cabinet, 
the President and trustees of City 
College, Judges, lawyers, politicians, 
business men and representatives of all 
the professions. Mayor Walker, who 
received an ovation when he arose to 
speak, asked the advice and coopera- 
tion of the Chamber in the administra- 
tion of municipal affairs, and received 
the assurance from Mr. Jonas that his 
request would be granted. 

After referring to the recent appoint- 
ment of a committee to study the pro- 
posal of a City College in Brooklyn, 
Mr. Jonas remarked that ‘“‘there has 
been some dispute as to. whether we 
should have a city-maintained insti- 
tution or a privately endowed univer- 
sity. We ought to have both.”’ 


Tells of $500,000 Offer. 


“We ought to be able,’”’ he said, ‘‘to 
maintain in attendance, dignity, pres, 
tige and everything that goes to make 
a great institution, not only a unit 
of the City College and Hunter Col- 
lege, but a great privately endowed 
university as well. Under reasonable 
conditions and proper auspices, .and 
with a proper response.from the com, 
munity, I am prepared on behalf of a 
certain individual to guarantee toward 
the nec endowment of a Brook- 
lyn university, not less than $500,000.” 
He could not divulge the name of 
the guarantor, he said. 

He also spoke of the need for more 
hotels in Brooklyn and-for more ade- 
quate quarters for the Chamber of 
Commerce. He said the chamber was 
gathering options on land near Borough 
Hall, “‘which, if ements can be 
consummated, will result in the build- 
ing in Brooklyn of as fine and prob- 
ably as large a hotel as there is in this 
country.” , 

It is planned to lodge the Chamber 
of Commerce offices in such a building 
if the plans are completed. 


Walker Asks Cooperation. 


Mayor Walker, who took his seat on 
the dais to the strains of ‘‘Tammany,” 
referred facetiously to the fact that 
this was his first. introduction to 
WNYC fans, the speeches being broad- 
cast through the municipal radio sta- 
tion. 

*I presume,” he said, “it is not the 
first time that my name has been men- 
tioned over that instrument, but it is 
the first opportunity, and yet a bit out 
of season, to make an answer.”’ 

He again evoked laughter ;a little 
later when he said, “I am heartily in 
sympathy with the idea of a Brook- 
lyn university, not that I feel it is so 
very necessary, because Brooklyn 
manifested a superlative intelligence 
on Nov. 3 last.” * 

Urging the Chamber’s cooperation in 
the matter of transit, the Mayor said 
he first purposed to get the money and 
then to talk over the routes. 

Representative Sol Bloom sent a tel- 
egram urging that Brooklyn be chosen 
as the site for the celebration of the 
200th + anni of the birth of 
George Washington in 1932. 

In view of the announcement made 
by Mayor Walker that he was opposed 
to park encroachments, the Mayor was 
asked earlier in the day yesterday if 
he favored the proposition to build the 
proposed Brooklyn City University in 
Prospect Park.

ELECTRIC RATE CUT 
. ASSAILED AS A ‘SOP’ 


Westchester Committee Will 
Demand a Farther 3-Cent

WHITE PLAINS, N. Y., Jan. 7.—

per kilowatt hour in electric rates a

With Mr. Grif- 
fin on the committee were Corpora- 
tion Counsel Van Auken of New Ro- 
chelle and Corporation Counsel White 
of Scarsdale. ' 

At a recent dinner given by the 
Westchester Lighting Company; in 
celebration of its twenty-fifth anni- 
versary, Frank A. Stratton, President, 
announced a cut in the rates which, he 
said, would amount to a. saving for 
cénsumers of $300,000 a year. 

The committee in its report today 
said that this statement was not made 
in good faith, as included in the terri- 
tory in which this amount would be 
saved, are consumers served by the 
Yonkers Electric ht and Power 
Company, the Peekskill Lighting and 
Railroad Company and the Northern 
Westchester Lighting Company. 

A reduction of at least 4 cents per 
kilowatt hour is to be sought, the com- 
mittee says, pointing out that the 
average charge at present is 12 cents 
an hour.

SAYS KING MAY VISIT US 


Aonso One of Most Able Men in 
Europe—Country the Most 
Pleasant for Travelers. 


Spain is undergoing a great national 
regeneration, is the most peaceful 
country in Europe today, and the most 
interesting, safest and most pleasant 
country in the world for travelers, 
according to ex-Ambassador Alexander 
P. Moore, who arrived here yesterday 
on the Berengaria, after three years 
as American Ambassador at Madrid. 

Before leaving the Berengaria, Mr. 
Moore said that the King and. Queen 
of Spain might visit this country next 
year. He said they might go to South 
America, and, if so, might pay a visit 
here. General de Rivera may visit the 
exposition at Philadelphia next year, 
according to Mr. Moore. 

Mr. Moore characterized General 
Primo de. Rivera as a great patriot 
and unselfish statesman, and Kip 
Alfonso as one of the most brilliant 
qoune men in Europe. He said he 

eard of only one murder in: Spain 
during his three years there and that 
robberies and burglaries were rare. 

Aañana,“ he said, has been stricken 
from the Spanish lexicon. 

“I don’t think there has been such 
a remarkable change for the better 
in any country in the world within the 


‘last two or three years,” said Mr. 
Moore. 


Roads and Hotels Good. 


“There has been a sort of propa- 
ganda against traveling in Spain, 
based on alleged bad roads, bad condi- 
tions and uninteresting places there. 
The fact of the matter is that the roads 
and hotels are good and the country is 
one of the most interesting in the 
world. In my opinion, the grass 
been pretty well tramped down in most 
of Europe, and Spain is the one place 
left that is full of interest to the per- 
son who has a sense of the past, who 
—— beauty of scenery, antiquity and 


“The people of Spain are the most 
kindly and hospitable that I have ever 
met. They welcome visitors. The for- 
eigner receives the most pleasant treat- 
ment. The Spaniards are modest and 
diffident. They haven’t learned modern 
advertising and propaganda methods. 
They do not boast of their possessions. 
But they have the finest art gallery 
in the world—El Prada in Madrid. 
Granada, Seville, Malaga and Cordova 
are places that lovers of the romantic 
* a = admire. 

“Spain is the most peaceful count 
that I have ever seen, notwithstanding 
the alarming that have been 
sent out from there. The whole trouble 
has been in the use of one word. In 
Spanish they refer to a change of 
government as a ‘revolution,’ and of 
course our people think that means 
turmoil and trouble. As a matter of 
fact, their ‘revolutions’ are nothing 
more than the ordinary changes of 
government in England and France. 


Spaniard Law-Abiding. 
“The Spaniard is a very law-abiding 
citizen. He likes to make speeches, 
but you seldom see any quarrels. 


There is plenty of wine in the coun- 
try, and people drink it with their 
meals, but they usually spend their 
evenings in coffee-houses, drinking 
strong coffee and hot milk. They sit 
in coffee houses for hours, settle all 
the questions that vex the world, and 
go to bed at night happy and sat- 
isfied. 

“The agitation by Ibdfiez has caused 
more or less interest in other coun- 
tries, but Ibdfiez is practically un- 
known in Spain. He hasn’t lived there 
in twenty years. The people don’t 
seem to know much about him. The 
Spaniards who do know Ibdfiez—the 
intelligent and intellectual Spaniards— 
regard his propaganda as advertising 
to help the sale of his books, which 
ere written for his American public. 

“American films are practically the 
only ones you see in Spain. We con- 
trol 95 per cent. of the film market. 
Chaplin is known as ‘Charlo’ and Fair- 
banks as ‘Dooglaz.” You never hear 
their last names spoken. From. the 
analogy of their own system of giving 
names, the Spanish suppose ‘‘Dooglaz’ 
to be the name of the actor’s father 
and ‘Fairbanks’ to be the name of 
his mother. . 


People Hard Working. 


“There is in this country a great 
misconception as to the Spaniard’s 
ability and desire for work. They are 


thought to be lazy. The fact is, how- 
ever, that they are a most industrious 
people. They work longer hours than 
do any other people in Europe. 

“A factor that works effectively for 
peace in Spain today is the present 
Government. There is no question that 
it is a dictatorship, and that one man 
mainly controls it. In my mind, how- 
ever, it was a benevolent dictatorship. 
General Primo de Rivera, to my mind, 
is one of the greatest strategists in 
Europe. Without much noise or fuss, 
he brought peace to his country. 

“He says he does not crave power 
for any personal reasons, and I be- 
lieve him. He has told me repeatedly 
that he did not believe in military dic- 
tatorship, except in an extreme crisis 
where it was absolutely necessary to 
save the country. 

“I was in Spain during the time of 
the so-called revolution and I never 
saw a more peaceful thing in all my 
life. There wasn’t a single person 
shot. As a matter of fact, there wasn’t 
even anybody sent to prison. Some 
time later there were a few persons 

_ arrested and sent to prison, but sen- 
tences were brief, and there is nothing 
but peace in the country today. 


Eulogizes the King. 


“Spain, of course, is fortunate in hav- 
ing a King who, in my opinion, is one 
of the most brilliant men of his years 
in Europe. He is a very keen, shrewd 
and observing business mah, as well 
as one of the greatest diplomats that 
it has ever been my. fortune to meet. 
There is no question but that he is 
beloved by -his people. 

“Americans are very popular in 

. Spain today, more so than other for- 
eigners. American products are popu- 
lar, too. We sell Spain nearly $80,- 
000,000 worth of goods. land out- 
sells us, but it is by a very slight mar- 
gin, and the other nations are all far 
behind us. :

Mr, Roulstone said the erection and 
occupancy of buildings for private 
purposes in a public park of the city 
was contrary to law in several of its 
aspects and insisted that there had 
been “‘a gross abuse of discretion by 
the Park Commissioner.” He added 
that the erection would be contrary to 
sound public policy by diminishing 
park area already inadequate to the

tradesmen surrounding the. park,

Harvard Alumni Weekly Takes Issue 
With Them. for Voting to 
Ban Professionals.

NEW: HAVEN, Conn., Jan. 7.—A de- 
demand that professional football and 
college football be kept 
made -today by The Yale Alumni 
Weekly in an‘ editorial. The Yale 
organ demanded that college players 
should not be recruited for p ieee 
before they. have been graduated. The 
Weekly said: 

“We "nate no particular quarrel with 
the professional football — it 
is a-natural and an inevitable one, 
founded on the growing public interest 
in the sport, and there is no reason 
why, it should not become as’reputable 
and interesting a feature of our Amer- 
ican athletic year as, say, professional 
baseball of hockey. Its danger lies in 
the money, lure which it has and the 


undergraduate player. 

“It js such very “easy money’ to the 
perhaps impecunious college player 
who has made a national name for 
himself in a given season that, if some 
safeguards dre not placed about it by 
the professional teams themselves, it 
tw will wreck -both the sport and the un- 
dergraduate attitude toward their own 
game, We were giad to. see that this 
has been realized by the professional 
manager and that they are taking 
Measures to meet'this danger by re- 
stricting the entrance of college play- 
ers. to after graduation.” 


Pro Game Is, Appealing. ‘ 


“Professional sport is not the type 
of thing that we would suppose Amer- 
ican college ‘athletes. would turn to 
naturally in any great numbers. But 
it appeals, and no one can blame them 
if it does, to a few,-and the thing to 
do is to limit it to that number. 

“‘We believe in intercollegiate sports 
and rivalries, but we dp not at all 
agree that they are essential to the 
well-being of any university. or col- 
lege; we also are of the strong im- 
pression that they take up today much 
more public attention than is good for 
the colleges or the players themselves. 
There is.no doubt that American col- 
lege students lead a healthier life. and 
control ‘themselves better because of 
our American. flelight in competitive 
outdoor sports, ‘but we do not think it 
follows from this that the end‘and aim 
of college sports’ needs to be inter- 
collegiate championships. We. want: 

more sports in the colleges rather than 
less, but, while keeping. our intercol- 
legiate rivalries, we~would like to see 
less emphasis put on —* latter: Pro- 
fessional coaching at. the salaries re- 
ported from some colleges last month 
and withthe attendant alumni influ- 
ence on the universities to secure high 
paid and ‘successful’ ‘coaches is not an 
essential. to what the President of 
Dartmouth wants any more than. is 
the paraphernalia of scouting and side- 
aay coaching.

Theatre,”” and Richard Strauss’s ‘“‘Al- 
pine’ Symphony. An ill-judged syn- 
chronization by the reviewer resulted 
in his missing all but the last move- 
ment of Mr. Copland’s music, which 
he regrets, for he did not like this 
music at all when it was played some 
weeks ago at.a concert given by the 
League of Composers, and he<was de- 
sirous of a second hearing to confirm 
his convictions or change his mind. 

This music has been heard with 
marked approval in other places. It 
was very well received last night and 
at the end Mr. Koussevitsky brought 
Mr. Copland to the stage with him to 
share the applause. The performance 
of the movement mentioned was very 
much superior to the earlier one given 
here, which gave the music a color that 
was not perceptible before. Whether 
this richer coloring and the circum- 
stances of a second hearing would 
have changed one’s ‘estimate: of the 
actual worth of the composition is a 
matter that cannot, unhappily, be de- 
cided here and now. 

The performance of the Strauss sym- 
phone, constituted another triumphant 
demonstration of the virtuosity and the 
tonal splendor of the Boston Symphony 
Orchestra under Mr. Koussevitsky. The 
playing last night was a magnificent 
exhibition of sonority, technical preci- 
sion, elasticity and responsiveness on 
the part of the players. The sym- 
phony itself exposes the familiar vir- 
tues and defects of Strauss. He uses 
almost all. of the orchestral instru- 
ments’ in existence in a characteristic 
manner of his own. ‘He writes des- 
criptively, imitatively, of the day in the 
Alps when everything happens from a 
cowbell to a thunderstorm. Nothing is 
unprogrammed; there are no passages 
in which the hearer is left free to im- 
agine what he pleases. Textual and 
musical signposts are everywhere. The 
listener cannot escape them. 

What is impressive, for all that, is 
Strauss’s magnificent mastery of pro- 
portion and of line, his unfailing grip 
of his themes, his preparation and 
achievement of climax. Then, too, itis 
not bad to hear something diatonic, 
even if it is too often commonplace in 
invention; to encounter again in music 
good German muscularity 
and healthiness of style, and ever and 
anon a truly beautiful arch of melody, 
a truly cumulative page of masterly 
development. , The net impression of 
this interpretation, however, was less 
of a symphony than of a performance. 
Thé performance justified only super- 
latives, for Mr. Kotsssevitsky and for 
his men. It was a sheer glory for the 
ear and a rejoici for the under- 
standing. The audience showed its 
pleasure. This audience has become 
again what the Boston Symphony au- 
diences were of yore in this city—one 
of the most distinguished musical 
gatherings that any symphony orches- 
tra, resident or visiting, assembles. , 
The New York Symphony. 


Eugene Goossens made his début as 
conductor of the New York Symphony 
Orchestra yesterday afternoon, in 
Carnegie Hall. He was assisted by 
Pablo Casals, who played the Haydn 
D major ‘cello concerto. The orches- 


tral compositions were Brahms’s D 


major symphony and Stravinsky’s 
“Sacre du printemps.’’ This latter 
work was the leading feature of the 
concert, and it was by far the most in- 
teresting performance. Mr. Goossens 
may be as devoted to classics as he is 
to “‘moderns., He has said as much, 
and he has had long training’ in or- 
chestral routine and in the interpreta- 
tion of classic masterpieces - under 
famous conductors.

Perhaps this business is a 
little oveggdone, with. too much detail, 
with a solicitude for the welfare of 
Seigmund so patent that it might well 
have aroused the suspicions of Wotan 
and caused him -to pass a watchful 
night. But nothing of the kind hap- 
pened. The performance proceeded ac- 
cording to stage directions, effectively 
carried out. We personally prefer Mme. 
Jeritza’s earlier scenes, as she sits at 
table, absorbed, deeply but not too ob- 
viously stirred by Siegmund’s narra- 
tive, the later passages of the opening 
act. Vocally she seemed in good condi- 
tion, a vibrato or two to the contrary. 

With all its stateliness she makes 
her Sieglinde womanly, and not half 
a goddess, and by so much the more 
arouses the sympa in the beholder 
that Wagner intend A word for her 
costume—a small detail but one that 
is important and gratifying—the dark 
color with which she sets off the pale- 
ness of Sieglinde’s traditional cos- 
tume in the opening scene is a plea- 
sure and relief to the eye, It contrasts 
with the light-colored costume and 
the gold of the hair so effectively that 
the lack of it in another performance 
would be equivalent to the lack of an 
important instrumental color in Wag- 
ner’s score.

Into the production of “The Scarlet 
Letter,” revealed at the American 
Laboratory Theatre last evening, has 
much earnestness and no little 
skill. One can endorse the effort with- 
out patronizing the performance. too 
fulsomely. For these players, directed 
by Richard Bakslavsky, must still 
bear.the label of amateur; they are 
still occasionally raucous and truculent 
within the confines of their tiny play- 
house, As “Twelfth Night" and ‘‘The 
Sea-Woman’s Cloak’ have already 
borne evidence, however, their training 
does not begin at the surface and 
work down, shallow or deep accord- 
ing to. tempcrament, but rather works 
up from fundamentals. And that, pos- 
sibly, is why —— of theatrical 
fare enjoy watching th 

Inasmuch as the — re 
the performance as an entity (‘‘the 
manners, passions, unities, what 
not?’’), the play is not here the per- 
ennial ‘‘thing,”* fit the substance 

upon which he builds. Miss Stockton 
has molded Hawthorne’s sombre tale 
into a stage pattern of eight scenes, 
full of contrast, p ,» with emo- 
tional development. In the grim, in- 
tolerant, pious atmosphere of seven- 
teenth century Boston, Hester Prynne 
wears her scarlet letter defiantly.

Al- 
though the scenes follow the theme 
steadily, they are treated on the stage 
as separate pictures, as compositions 
in line and in masses. For backdrop 
each has a reproduction of the cor- 
responding illustration by F. O. C. 
Darley, supplying the figures and 
details striven for on the stage. It 
is a device no less eff>sctive than am- 
bitious. 

Several of these pittures are partic- 
ularly striking. For instance, Hester 
Prynne mounted on the scaffold, 
clutching her baby and regarding the 
throng of taunters and judges with 
defiant tranquillity, plays upon human 
emotions drawn into conflict. The 
scene in the Governor’s Hall, at the in- 
quisition held over Pearl’s moral edu- 
cation, touches several varied chords 
of feeling, of innocence as against 
peremptory authority, with the two 
emotions fused by anguished pleading. 
And the .scene in which the Rev. 
Arthur. Dimmesdale succumbs to the 
craft of Roger Chillingworth likewise 
sputters with emotion. 

So purposeful a performance  in- 
volves, with unpracticed actors, a cer- 
tain astringency, The stuff of ‘‘The 
Scarlet Letter’ does not pour out 
abundantly, Striving after a particu- 
lar expression, the actors reveal a sort | 
of cerebration that results in action | 


whole is thus broken into visible parts. | 
In the more passionate scenes the 
timbre of the voice gives way to a 
harsh strain unpleasant to hear. Vo- 
cally, Mr. Brown keeps his playing of 
the Reverend John Wilson gentle and 
sweet.

REFORMING A COMMISSION. 
Bills have been introduced in Con- 
gress to give statutory permanence to 
the .present procedure of the Federal 
Trade Commission. President. Coot- 
mcz has emphasized the fact that it 
“(was designed tobe a help to honest 
business.” Something is. wrong with 
the: acts of a commission “which ais 
itself oftener wrong than right in the 
opinion of the courts. According to 
the commission’s own “report, only 
twelve of its orders were sustained in 
the Federal Circuit Courts and twenty- 
eight. reversed. Of nine cases taken to 
the Supreme Court seven were. re- 
versed... ‘Some of those harassed by 
litigation necessary for the «instruc- 
tion of those who were to instruct men 
of business have’ hastily called for the 
‘abolition of ‘the comnifssidn,,, But; the 
President has thought it worth pre- 
serving if its methods could be made 
more constructive. 

The pending bills are not amend- 
ments ofthe Federal-'Trade Commis- 
sion law. No unfair methods of com- 
petition are authorized, but unfair 
methods of prosecution ‘are forbidden: 
In the ‘first instance, the commission 
ig directed to.proceed informally, in- 
viting the confidence and cooperation 
of men ot business in discovering and 
restricting unfair methods of business. 
Before it, reformed its rules the com- 
mission published the, names of .those 
it charged with unfair competition, but 
the pénding bills would prevent such 
publication before conviction, They 
also prevent reviving the earlier prac- 
tice of. the commission of prosecuting 
those who ‘have’ discontinued’ acts 
which ‘the commission: disapproved. 
Orders to cease and: desist doing- what 
is not done serve ‘no useful public pur- 
pose. “The commission is ‘hereafter 
required to state the, xrounds ¢ its 
orders and to the defendant is given a 
right to a court review, testing the 
validity ‘of the order as a matter. of 
law. apart from the facts. Those in- 
jured by unfair competition are. given 
a right to intervene in the proceeding 
under ‘conditions fixed By the commis- 
sion. It will thus' be seen that the 
bits merely reform the methods of the 
reform commission.

where it is required, in the corps 
areas. Nothing for which a possible 
use might. be fourid is to be sold. There 
is to be no. hurry about ‘disposing of 
the. property, If States or municipali- 
ties want title, they may have it 
within nine months from enactment. 
The bill is so worded as to make acqui- 
sition by .speculators ‘difficult. Per- 
manent. construction, of course, in- 
cludes building for any military pur- 
pose, but when. the President signs 
[this bill good quarters for officers and 
‘men’ now — of them will be 
assured.

GOVERNOR SMITH ON THE’ 
SCHOOLS. 

In ‘his -message Governor SMITH 
keeps. educatin where it belongs— 
among thé major interests of the 
State. What he says about our schools 
is’ not a.mere platitudinous expression 
of intérest, but a ‘very well ‘informed, 
diearly defined presentation of prob- 
lems and policies. He has reason, 
moreover, for confidence and for real 
satisfaction in ‘the recognition which 
the schdol men of the State have given 
the ‘significant steps ‘’* which’ the 
State has taken under his Administra- 
tion. They have been, in the right 
‘Girection;: his: 4s sduecnot: ‘only to: his: 
own acquaintance with conditions 
throughout the State and his remark- 
able ability in getting at the elemental 
factors of every situation with -which 
he finds Himself..faced as Governor, 
but also to his readiness to accept ad- 
vice in technical. matters ‘from those 

beft equipped .to give it. 

‘As ‘forthe rural. schools; ‘the legis- 
lation enacted last year is already 
yielding wholesome results. The Cen- 
tral Rural Scliool act, as it is called, 
has quickened and extended the proc- 
ess of consolidating school’ districts 
by giving financial encouragement to 
consolidation out of State funds. ‘For 
the first time, ‘State appropriations 
have beén made available in helping 
to meet the necéssary expense of en- 
larging, remodeling and ‘even erecting 
buildings for ‘the united use of several 
districts in which, the property valu- 
ation or the. school attendance has 
made it impossiblé te maintain proper 
educational standards without: unbear- 
able expense. The State also meets 
one-half the expense of. the transpor- 
tation of pupils in such’ consolidated 
districts.’ This isa noteworthy reform 
and will in the end result in the elimi, 
nation. of most of. the districts with 
fewer than ten: pupils, of which there 
are now several tho in the State.. 

Governor SMITH may also. record 
with satisfaction the progress that has 
been made in teacher-training. No in- 
stitutions in the State are more de-

State normal schools and. the State 
College for. Teachers. ‘The efficiency 
of our schools ultimately depends upon 
the teachers, and no funds can be 
more profitably spent than in. their 
thorough and’ ample training. -The 
State has also increased the quotas to 
districts for teachers’ ‘salaries. This 
tends to-draw young men and young 
women’ of higher qualifications ‘into 
the teaching profession, and helps to 
make it worth while for-them to un‘ 
dergo the long preparation necessary.

All this is sound doctrine. Censor- 
ships and prohibitions of any kind are’ 
tolerable only when for reasons recog- 
nized by the public as sufficient they 
are exercised under fixed statutes, car- 
rying understandable definitions. When 
such work ig entrusted to more omless 
irresponsible ,groups of people, whose 
standards are merely their own 
and opinions, it becomes either. ridicu- 
lous or oppressive. The people com- 
petent to be censors would not take 
the job, and it-always falis: to those 
with a strong inclination /to meddle 
with the affairs of their neighbors. 

‘The movie. cénsors in action have 
seen the reprehensible in only. two 
fields—sex: and overt crime.. That 
movies of that kind are harmful is 
at least questionable, but there is no 
doubt at all about the harmfulness 
of a large class of pictures against 
which no censor ever objects—the pic- 
tures that present life in a sloppy, 
sentimental way, with all its values 
distorted and transposed.
